Plants grown in boxes and I '.s 
obtain their nourishment from rela ­ 
tively small amounts of soil. 
N a t­ 
urally they soon exhaust the soil 
of plantfood and water. 
In order 
to take ca re of this need, soils used 
in pots and boxes should be in good 
physical condition and hold large 
q u a l i t i e s of water. 
A sr ii of good physical condition 
m a y 
be m a d e 
by m.xing three 
parts of loam, one p a rt of decom ­ 
posed organic m a t te r such as peat 
moss, composted material, or leaf 
mold, and one part of sand or sifted 
coat ashes. 
If one prefers, good 
potting si d m a y usually be ob­ 
tained from a florist. 
Physi cal condition of the soil has 
little to do with plantfood content, 
ex ce pt that a friable soil is neces­ 
sary for proper root growth, and 
such root growth m ake s possible 
the absorption of plantfood. 
But a 
friable soil m a y still be unfertile. 
To assure an adequa te supply 
of food in the soil, 
a complete 
plantfood should be mixed with the 
soil before it is placed in the pot 
a t the rate of one heaping table­ 
spoonful per gallon of soil. 
The following table will be help­ 
ful: 
A 4-inch pot requires A teaspoon 
A 6-inch p a requires I 
teaspoon 
An 8-inch po, requires I Mi teaspoons 
A 10-inch pot requires 2 
teaspoons 
Porch boxes require plant food 
as follows: 
12 x 24 inches require 2r-» tbsp. 
12 x 30 inches require 4 
tbsp. 
15 x 48 inches require 6 
tbsp. 
24 x GO inches require 13 
tbsp. 
Application should be m a d e ap­ 
prox im ately every six weeks d u r­ 
ing the growing season.

• “We m ust send relief as needed and 
not to late to be of use,” Mr. Davis 
said. “We m ust send clothing, bedding, 
shoal, medications, surgical dressings 
and food.” 
Before the m ost recent devastation 
of neutral countries by aerial blitz­ 
kriegs was begun, the American Red 
Cross had sent 320,000 garments, knit­ 
ted sw eaters and hospital clothes for 
the women and children victims in 
England, Finland, France, Germany-oc­ 
cupied Poland and for Polish refuge*1 s 
to other countries. To the Red Cross

shoes, 
blankets, knitted und erw ear and al­ 
most a thousand other items at a cost 
of $1,500,000 for shipment to the Red 


Cross societies of belligerent nations. 
But with destruction, suffering, and 
thousands of wounded added each day 
to the frightful toll of war as new na­ 
tions became involved, the American 
Red Cross appealed to the nation for 
at least a ten million dollar relief 
fund. Contributions can be made to 
the local Red Cross Chapter In any 
community in America, Mr. Davis said.
